Derrida - Quran and Bible, Torah - an Epistle which is Modern, 
interpretations in Japanese and Greek, even French and Spanish, and 
Hebrew - Language and Number-Systems, with Surreal Groups of 
Numbers, and articulations to French Philosophy by Sirohi as Translation 
and Difference, with the figures of Edward Said and Elena Said, as Man 
and Woman, which then translates the Derridean formalism into a Western 
Formalism which is distinct from Arab Formalism. 


The man who is speaking in distinct languages - Japanese perhaps or 
Hebrew, then cures a woman of her odyssey in sin, which then is God’s 
Aleph which he sees her develop her language and accent by a cure called 
Spanish. He then wanders in Aleph and finds another Syrian woman who 
is developing a traumatic influence of language and some wandering in a 
Nizamuddin village which he depicts her body as misshapen which then is 
articulated to sexual perception and cured. All of this is Torah that a man 
searches for a woman he cries out when they do not meet him, all of them 
are planning to coerce the money and coin to his benefit when he walks 
into the cathedral of Shica and meets a woman who is finally Natalie. She 
then is in Damascus, where he meets and walks for discovering the Bible, 
the Torah reflects on his chance visit to the Damascus, and it is after 10 to 
15 years that he has spent understanding all languages of Babel, and this 
then is Levictus and Leviathan. He pronounces its language in Hebrew as
